City to buy golf course? 


A vocal group of Wellesley 
Townhouse residents asked 
for stepped up police protec- 
tion against a growing drug 
sales menace found there 
Monday night. 

One woman townhouse 
spokesperson told the Ro- 
mulus City Council that she 
and others began walking out- 
side the Wellesley homes re- 
cently for exercise, when they 
began seeing some unsavory 
persons apparently selling or 
buying drugs. 

But they were more dis- 
tressed, the woman said, when 
they called Romulus Police 
Headquarters for help and got 
no assistance for more than 
half an hour. 

“One time a resident called 
the police and reported a fight 
in progress. The caller was 
queried by the police dis- 
patcher ‘what color are the 
persons who are fighting?”’ the 
woman said. 


The woman’s complaints 
were received politely by 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
various councilmen, who 
praised the residents for show- 
ing up in such strong numbers. 

“1 only wish you had con- 
tacted me earlier,” McAnally 
said. But she agreed to check 
out the racial inquiry as well 
as police response times on 
calls to Wellesley in recent 
months. 

Veteran Councilman Ellis 
Pennington said he felt that 
the major question in his eyes 
was not response time, but 
stepped up patrols in the Well- 
esley Townhouse area. 

The need for a Neighbor- 
hood Watch program also was 
discussed, but a spokesperson 
said in the past it has been 
hard to get a large gathering of 
tenants to attend an organiza- 
tional meeting. 

“We want to stress that most 
people living here are good 
people and the drug problem 
here is small. But we want to 
nip it in the bud,” the spokes- 


woman said. 

“But at the same time we 
pay taxes and vote,” the wo- 
man said, “and thus we feel 
that we deserve the same re- 
spect and police support that 
other residents of the city 
receive.” 

Both townhouse residents 
and city officials vowed to 
keep in communication with 
each other in an effort to elimi- 
nate the drug problem. 

Police Chief Daryl Poe con- 
tacted on Tuesday morning 
said he w'atched the City Coun- 
cil meeting on cable Monday 
night. 

“City wide our response 
time on priority calls (serious 
crime or other critical inci- 
dents) is six minutes. I will be 
checking audio tapes and 
other police records involving 
Wellesley incidents to deter- 
mine what action is needed.” 

Poe said a Neighborhood 
Watch program was estab- 
lished last year at the town- 
houses, but will need 
strengthening.

A proposed 18-hole golf 
course and a new series of 
homes have moved a step 
closer, following a vote Mon- 
day night by the Romulus City 
Council.

Salvatore Cottone, presi- 
dent of Resco Inc., reported 
that his firm plans to build the 
golf course as the center of Re- 
sco housing project, whether 
the city gets involved with the 
golf course management or 
not. 

The golf course and wide as- 
sortment of housing units 
(ranging from condominiums 
to apartments) would be 
erected on 335 acres of former 
county farm land at Van Born 
and Merri_m .au Roads.

Cottone said Resco Inc. also 
is negotiating with the Ro- 
mulus School District about 
the future of a 20-acre tract ad- 
joining the former county 
property. 

The golf course, which Cot- 
tone hopes to begin building 
this year, will be the first por- 
tion of the project to be 
constructed. 

Seifman said that the real 
estate values of homes on or 
immediately adjacent to golf 
courses usually bear a higher 
value. 

In an effort to allay any lo- 
cal residents’ fears, Cottone 
said, that no wall would be 
erected on the edge of the golf 
course, but admitted some pro- 
tection style fences could be 
built. 

Cottone said current plans 
also call for a community cen- 
ter to be constructed on the 


property with exclusive use 
slated for the local residents. 
The center would probably 
contain a swimming pool and 
volleyball courts, among other 
facilities, he said. 

After examining the prop- 
erty, Cottone said, his firm be- 
lieves there will be r. o 
problems with wetland issues 
there. 

Councilmen Jimmie Rasp- 
berry, Ellis Pennington and 
Randy Gear strongly endorsed 
the project, but Raspberry 
said he wanted to see some- 
thing on paper before agreeing 
to any city purchase of the pro- 
posed golf course. 

McAnally said “we’re not 
ready to bring a golf course 
agreement to you (the council), 
but we are studying the issue 
intently because we have no 
guarantee that the existing 
area golf courses will remain 
in operation for many years to 
come.”

dents that left strong memo- 
ries for her, even now after 
retiring from the secretarial 
post.

“Even though I was home 
because it was a weekend,” 
she said, “I began getting calls 
from relatives and friends ask- 
ing me about the site of the 
crash.” 

Then the next day the exten- 
sive work began in attempting 
to retrieve and identify the vic- 
tim’s bodies and their posses- 
sions. That effor( was 
emotionally hard on everyone 
involved, Bennett said. 

The third heart-wrenching 
event during her decade of po- 
lice work, was the day after a 
fellow police officer commit-

Ozone Action days return 
this summer as Southeast 
Michigan continues efforts to 
keep its air clean and healthy 
by voluntary measures to re- 
duce excessive ozone, a major 
health hazard for the elderly 
and young, people with respi- 
ratory problems and those who 
work or exercise vigorously 
outdoors. 


The 1995 introduction of 
Ozone Action! helped keep 
overall air quality within 
health standards for ozone es- 
tablished by the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(USEPA). 

Ozone Action! was sup- 
ported by some 600,000 house- 
holds in the seven- county 
Southeast Michigan region. 


The voluntary emissions re- 
duction program is sponsored 
by the Clean Air Coalition of 
Southeast Michigan, which in- 
cludes the auto industry, 
power utilities, oil companies 
and other businesses as w'ell 
as labor, environmental orga- 
nizations and state and local 
government officials. 

In addition to maintaining 


healthy air quality, the region 
was able to gain redesignation 
from USEPA as an ozone at- 
tainment area. That redesigna- 
tion did not eliminate any 
existing pollution control mea- 
sures, but did avoid imposing 
of additional controls on busi- 
ness and individuals.

lowing a short campaign of the 
millage issues. 

A special informational 
millage meeting, organized by 
the Wayne Westland Commu- 
nity Schools, was the chance 
for the public to hear the facts 
of the two tax proposals as 
well as the effects the passage 
and failure of the millage will 
have on the district. 

Community' members in at- 
tendance asked questions of 
the millage panel including 
Assistant Superintendent of 
General Administration, Greg 
Baracy. 

According to the two pro 
posals approved by the Wayne- 


Westland Board of Education 
the ballot on June 12 will 
include: 

• A 3 mill, two-year enhan- 
cement proposal that would al- 
low the Wayne- Westland 
Community Schools to: Reins- 
tate bus transportation for eli- 
gible students in grades 6-12; 
Guarantee continued high 
school accreditation; Provide 
school-funded athletics and 
many extra curricular activ- 
ities: and Comply with the 
State legal deficit reduction 
order. 

• A 10-year renewal of an 18 
mill non-homestead tax and 
non- qualified agricultural 
property. 

The 3 mill enhancement 
will allow the school district to 
comply with the state's legal 
order to get the district out of 
deficit spending as proposed 
by the six point deficit reduc- 
tion plan approved by the 
Michigan State Board of

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Police firing leaves one minority officer on force 


The recent dismissal of a 
Romulus police officer, who 
pleaded no contest to a brib- 
eiycharge in the 34th District 
Court cuts the number of Afri 
can Americans on the force in half 

Up until this incident the 
Romulus police force had two 
African-American officers. To- 
day, there is only one. Sgt. Em- 
mett Barnes. 

Officer Clayton Stevens III, 
a seven year veteran on the 
force, was fired on May 11 by 
Police Chief Daryl Poe follow- 
ing a police chiefs hearing on 
a complaint by a 29-year-old 
Taylor woman motorist. 

The woman said Stevens 
had offered to overlook a drug 
charge after finding marijuana 
in her car. if she would expose 
her crotch to him. 


In addition to losing his job. 
Stevens was charged with a 
misdemeanor. He pleaded no 
contest to the charge of brib- 
ery involving non performance 
of duty last Thursday. 

Judge Tina Brooks Green of 
the 34th District Court in Ro- 
mulus told Stevens that she 
would accept his plea, but if 
she decided to send him to jail 
on sentencing day June 14. she 
would allow him to withdraw 
his plea. 

Stevens had been fired on 
May 11 following a police 
chiefs hearing on May 4. 

Stevens was accused of stop- 
ping the woman for a traffic vi- 
olation on Valentine’s Day. The 
woman said he placed her in 
his police car and then

Such a continuing situation does not speak well for citizen 
interest in the school board, and definitely defeats the 
purpose of the election process. 

Plymouth-Canton School District 

The district is fortunate to have 10 candidates, several 
of whom have excellent credentials, vying for the two 
school board seats.

On June 12, the voters of the 
Wayne-Westland school dis- 
trict will be asked to approve a 
two-year 3.0 enhancement 
millage. With the funds from 
this millage, the school district 
says it will reinstate busing for 
grades 6-12 and end activity 
fees that are currently paid for 
by the students. 

How long will these changes 
last? The MEA union has sued 
the state of Michigan in order 
to fund the teachers union re- 
tirement fund. By state law’, the 
school district must balance 
its budget. As a result, the 
MEA’s action will probably 
cause a short fall in the school 
districts projected funding 
from the 3.0 millage. In the 


past, the school district has 
taken away busing and activity 
fees for sports. Nothing will 
stop them from doing it again. 

The teachers of Wayne- 
Westland have agreed to a two- 
year wage freeze and they 
should be complimented. 
Building administrators, on 
the other hand, were very 
greedy when signing their con- 
tracts for the coming two years. 
Their greediness comes in two 
phases: 1) checks will be is- 
sued on June 30 for 8 percent 
of a building administrator’s’s 
current salary, and 2) an 8 per- 
cent salary increase will be 
given after receiving their 
checks. If the school district 
claims they are so broke, how 
can we afford these checks and 
8 percent raises? 

And what about the admin- 
istrative staff negotiating their 
contracts this coming year - 
will they also stay in line with 
8 percent raises or will they 
even go for a higher 
percentage?

On June 12, residents of 
the Wayne Westland School 
District will be faced with an 


other millage election for our 
schools. What is being asked of 
us this time? 

First we are asked to ap- 
prove an existing 18 mill tax on 
business property. This re- 
newal will not affect the taxes 
of homeowners. 

Secondly, we are asked to 
approve a 3 mill tax for two 
years. This amounts to less 
than $9.40 per month on a 
home with a market value of 
$75,000. What will we get for 
this? 

1. Funding to meet the stan- 
dards required for high school 
accreditation will benefit all 
high school students. 

2. Without the 3 mill ap- 
proval, sports and other extra- 
curricular activities, such as 
music, will continue to be 
open only to those who can af- 
ford the “pay-to-play” fees. 
These activities provide some 
healthy choices of the same 
youth we are telling to act re- 
sponsibly, say no to drugs and 
treat others with respect. 

3. Bus service to all middle 
and high schools would be re- 
stored.

The 
parents of these students, as 
well as residents of the neigh- 
borhoods surrounding these 
schools is considerable. 

4. Lastly, just as the federal 
government faces unpleasant 
choices to reduce the federal 
deficit, we are faced with the 
need to help eliminate the 
school district’s deficit.

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Reading fun 

Youngsters can read little books, make up own stories

With a box of colorful little 
books and a mini-stage and 
puppets, author Bobby Lynn 
Maslen and her husband. 
John, brought the BOB book 
show to life on their recent trip 
to Wayne. 

John Maslen patiently 
trimmed the paper puppets 
and erected the stage, while 
his wife explained the history 
of the BOB books. 

Their love of reading and 
dedication to sharing their ap- 
preciation of reading to chil- 
dren prompted the series of 
books for youngsters, 4 and 
older, she said. 

The “birth” of the BOB 
books came when Bobby Lynn 
Maslen sat down with a group 
of children and started to 
write a story with them. 

She was dissatisfied with 
the books she had been using 
to teach her class of 4-, 5- and 
6-year-olds, because they 
weren’t easy enough for the 
young children. With two 
small, leather characters - one 
round and one triangular - she 
began to draw pictures for the 
children, and to develop stores 
for “Mat” and “Sam.” 

Working with one child at a 
time, the story would grow into 
a small book that the child 


could read at one sitting, color 
the pictures and then take 
home to share with family and 
friends. 

“The books were a lot of fun, 
and the youngsters were proud 
to be able to say that they had 
been able to read it all,” Bobby 
Lynn Maslen said. “After read- 
ing the book, the children 
were proud to say, ‘I read the 
whole book.’ They had a real 
feeling of success.” 

If any one compliment 
thrills the Maslens. it is when 
a child tells them how proud 
he or she is to be able to “read 
the whole book,” the author 
said. 

“I knew the idea was a suc- 
cess when I gave the book to a 
youngster who didn’t read. He 
looked at the book and lis- 
tened to the story, and then un- 
expectedly ran from the 
room,” she said. “I peeked out 
to look for him, and there he 
was - reading the story to his 
dog.” 

She created a set of little 
books, similar to the originals, 
but that were more carefully 
organized and presented 
sounds in a more effective 
order. 

The books become so popu- 
lar that in 1987, she and her 
husband, a watercolorist who 
illustrated her books - began to 
publish them out of an office

near their home in Portland, 
Ore. 

Soon it became impossible 
for the Maslens to keep up 
with the orders. 

The books became a Chil- 
dren’s Book-of-the-Month Club 
selection and some 100,000 
copies were sold before Scho- 
lastic assumed distribution of 
the books. 

“We’ve gotten some wonder- 


ful feedback from children, 
like a scrawled note that said, I 
like BOB books,” Bobby Lynn 
Maslen said. “We also get a lot 
of letters from parents, one of 
whom said her child takes a 
BOB book to bed to read be- 
fore he goes to sleep.” 

Currently, there are three 
sets of BOB books, packaged in 
bright red. yellow and blue. 
The first set, for beginning

Having lots of energy and occa- 
sionally ignoring the requests of 
parents is a normal part of child- 
hood, but for a small number of 
youngsters — fewer than 5 percent 
— excess energy and not listening 
are part of a greater problem: 
Attention Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD). 

Symptoms appear at about age 3 

The symptoms of ADHD usual- 
ly begin to appear when the child is 
3 years old and gradually get worse. 
The main symptoms are: 

• Problems with attention — Chil- 
dren with ADHD may act as if 
they don't hear what people are 
saying to them, even though they 
do not have a hearing problem. 

• Difficulty in controlling impul- 
sive behavior — They have 
trouble accepting external control 
such as directions from parents 
and rules at school. 

• Hyperactivity — Children with 
ADHD have an exceptional 
amount of energy and may be 
accident-prone, often bumping 
into people and furniture. 

When children with ADHD enter 

school, they may have difficulty 
getting along with other children. 
Sometimes they also have learning 
disabilities and may find it hard to 
understand what they read, or hard 
to understand spoken language. 


Others may 
have unusually 
bad handwriting. 


Accurate diagnosis is difficult 

ADHD is difficult to diagnose 
accurately, since many of the symp- 
toms may stem from other problems, 
such as depression or a delay in 
development. However, a correct 
diagnosis is the first step in effective 
treatment. Diagnosis should include 
a referral from the child's doctor or 
teacher to a mental health professional 
experienced in ADHD, who will 
perform a developmental assessment. 

A comprehensive treatment plan 
then car* be developed that involves 
the family and the school as well as 
the child. Medication is sometimes a 
part of the treatment, but medication 
alone may cover up symptoms with- 
out treating the underlying problem. 
In that case the child may actually 
develop more problems over time. 

Some of the symptoms of ADHD 
may improve as children get older, 
but proper diagnosis and follow-up 
are needed to help these children 
have a smoother, happier childhood.

Shough brought the cur 


tains down on his filth year as 
the Rockets' coach, and his 
25th year in coaching. 

Moreover, the Westlanders 
won the conference title in re- 
cord fashion. They garnered 
150 points, more points than 
any other conference cham- 
pion in the league's nearly 10 
year history. Harrison finished 
a close second with 141 points. 

Trailing the two pacesetters 
were: Plymouth-Salem (113).

Westland John Glenn's 
scholar athlete, Brent Wash- 
ington, led the Rockets’ gold 


rush. The 17-year-old senior, 
who will be attending the Uni 
versity of Michigan next year 
on a scholarship captured the 
gold in the long jump with a 
leap of 21 feet, 0 inches. 

Washington also came back 
to anchor the winning 400 me- 
ter relay team that also found 
gold at the finish line.

Peterson’s winning time in 
the immediate was a 40.6, 
while his second- place time in 
the lows was 14.9. Harrison’s 
William Bryant took the gold 
with a 14.6. 

Glenn’s depth proved to be 
the decisive factor. It just had 
too much for the rest of the 
league. 

Glenn’s Jason Baker 
brought home a silver in the 
high jump competition (6T’) t 
losing the gold to Walled Lake 
Central’s Jake Berardio (6'2“). 
Baker also was runner up in 
the pole vault event where he 
successfully negotiated 12’4”, 


giving up the gold to Dale 
Terek of Livonia Franklin who 
cleared 13'9”, a conference 
record. 

Shough put together a 
lineup that included Joe Wo- 
jtowicz, Chris Gillen, Jason 
Crosby and Jason Olewnik who 
finished second in the 3.200- 
meter relay (8:10.2). 

Glenn’s bronze medalists 
were Jason Crosby, in the long 
jump <1991/2”): Baker, in the 
llO meter hurdles (15.5); Eric 
Davey, in the pole vault <12’> 
and Shamar Lott, in the 400 
meter dash (51.7). 

Glenn managed to score in 
every event with the exception 
of the 1,600- meter, the 3.200 
meter events along with the 
shot put and discus in the field 
events. 


Rain ruins 
run for 
state titles

In the 25 years that they 
have taken teams and athletes 
to the state track and field fi- 
nals, they have never seen 
“anything like it.” 

No, not the officiating, usu- 
ally the cause of coaches’ 
complaints. 

“The weather. The weather 
was just horrendous,” said 
Wayne Memorial coach Floyd 
Carter. “It just continued to 
come down, without a stop. I 
didn’t see anyone who wasn’t 
seeking protection from the 
rain or the cold. It sure didn’t 
help the performances any.” 

Romulus coach Norbert 
Glover agreed. 

“The rains broke the spirit 
of the day,” said Romulus 
coach Norb Glover. “You had 
to feel sorry for the athletes. 
This was their day. And the 
weather took it away from 
them. It was cold and miser- 
able, and there wasn’t a break 
at all.” 

Fortunately, there was a 
small cadre of local athletes 
who probably didn’t mind the 
cold. They returned home 
from the long trip to Saginaw 
with medals. 

Romulus’ Jeremy Castle, 
Thomas Taylor, Ambrose 
Green and Larry Jackson 
earned bronze medals for 
their third-place performance 
in the 1,600 meter relay. The 
foursome finished behind win- 
ner Cass Tech (Detroit) and 
Pontiac Northern in the race 
for the gold. 

Cass won the event with a 
3:19 run, while Northern was 
second (3:23), followed by the 
Eagles, who had an identical 
3:23, but officials gave North- 
ern the silver after a 
conference. 

Romulus also boasts one of 
the finest up-and-coming ath- 
letes in the state in sophomore 
Nick McKinney who won a 
medal in the long jump and 
earned all-state recognition. 

McKinney leaped 21 feet, 1 
inch, good for fifth-place. 

The weather also took its 
tool on Wayne Memorial’s pre- 
mier hurdler, senior Ken 
Riley, who went into the state 
finals with the best time in the 
110-meter hurdles (13.9). 

Riley had his problems 
right at the state. He had trou- 
ble getting off the block, then 
struck the first hurdle and 
managed to recover only to fin- 
ish fifth in a field that brought 
together the state’s finest He 
crossed the finish line in 14.7. 

Because he wanted to join 
his senior class for graduation. 
Riley decided to scratch from 
the 300 meters, an event he 
also had qualified for at state. 

“You had to feel sorry for 
these kids,” Carter said. “They 
had worked so hard all year, 
then the weather takes it away 
from them. It’s something you 
can’t help.” 

Earlier in the week, in his 
final appearance in the confer- 
ence, Riley picked up three 
golds at the Mega Conference, 
Red Division championships. 
He was first in the 110-hurdles 
(14.4) and repeated in the 300- 
meters (40.0). 

Wayne, which finished third 
overall to Belleville and Mon- 
roe, also won the 800 meter re- 
lay with Lorenzo Guess. 
Dwayne Jackson. Richard Buf- 
ord and Richard Johnson, who 
u'ere clocked in 1:31.8. 


It took five years, but coach 
Jess Shough and the Rockets 
finally managed to reach their 
goal: An undefeated season. 
The Rockets breezed through 
the dual meet season with a 
perfect 8-0 record, cashed in 
on their depth to win the Lakes 
Division title and surfaced from

Shattering all of their previous marks, Robic- 
haud’s 1,600-meter relay team captured a cov- 
eted gold medal at the Class B track & field 
state championships staged Saturday in the 
rain in Midland.

No excuses 

Seat belt law enforced this week 


Special police patrols will 
continue efforts to improve 
safety belt use in Wayne 
County on June 9 and 10 with 
the “No Excuses” campaign. 

The campaign seek to raise 
safety belt use from the cur- 
rent 56 percent in Wayne 
County to the state and na- 
tional averages of 66 percent. 

Motorist stopped by special 
patrols for moving violations 
are subject to citations for not 
wearing seat belts, even if the 
moving violation is not 
ticketed. 

Special patrols will be 
working both days on roads 
and freeways in Wayne County. 


Sounding the “No Excuse" call 
will be patrols from the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department, 
the Michigan State Police and 
14 local communities, includ- 
ing Belleville. Canton, Huron 
Township, Sumpter Township, 
Van Buren Township, Dear- 
born, Dearborn Heights, De- 
troit and other communities. 

The “No Excuses” cam- 
paign is funded by the Michi- 
gan Office of Highway Safety 
Planing. 

A recent survey revealed 
that: 

• More than 70 percent of 
babies, 1 to 4, and adults, 60 


and older, were the users of 
safety belts or seats. 

• Safety belt use is lowest 
among those 16 to 29, with 60 
percent usage. 

• Safety belt use was lowest 
among drivers and passengers 
of pickup trucks. Only 44.9 per- 
cent of these individuals were 
buckled up during the survey. 

In Michigan, motorists vio- 
lating the safety belt use law 
may only be cited if they are 
pulled over for another mov- 
ing violation. Each passenger 
16 and older who is not wea- 
ring a safety belt may be given 
a $25 ticket. 


2 colleges hold tuition fees 


Grand Valley State Univer- 
sity and Lake Superior State 
University are the first of 
Michigan’s 15 public univer- 
sities to make public their in- 
tentions to hold tuition rates to 
the rate of inflation, making 
education more affordable in 
Michigan and providing a tang- 
ible state tax break to tuition- 
paying individuals, announced 
Senator Loren Bennett (R-Can- 
ton Township). 

Persons paying tuition at 
Michigan’s public four-year 
colleges and universities are 
eligible for an annual $250 tax 
credit per student for up to 
four years, if the institution 
keeps its tuition rate increases 
at or below the rate of 
inflation. 

Bennett, who sponsored the 
tuition tax deduction as part of 
the $1.6 billion Senate tax cut 
package approved in March, is 
elated by the early decisions. 

“I am grateful for the lead- 
ing role these universities 
have taken on this issue,” Ben- 
nett said. “It was the intent of 
my legislation to make higher 
education more affordable for 
Michigan families and these

universities have responded 
nobly to the challenge, provid- 
ing a fine example of accoun- 
tability to all our state’s public 
institutions of higher 
education.” 

Lake Superior State Univer- 
sity actually rolled back its in- 
tended tuition increases from 
3.4 percent to the required 2.6 
percent, anticipating the lost 
revenues will be made up 
through increased enrollment. 

Michigan State University 
earlier announced a tuition 
guarantee program, and Ben- 
nett is waiting to find if their 
projected tuition increase will 
meet the 2 6 percent standard. 
Should MSU participate in the 


plan, estimates on 1993 enroll- 
ment for the three universities 
would save Wayne County tax- 
payers $1.3 million this year 
alone. 

“This plan seeks to foster 
greater financial respon- 
sibility at the administrative 
level,” Bennett stated. “The 
cost of poor management deci- 
sions should not be borne by 
students or their families.” Be- 
nnett went on to say that al- 
though most of the state’s 
education institutions are re- 
sponsibly run, this is an added 
incentive, encouraging healthy 
competition among those 
schools. 

This will be the first year 
the tuition tax deduction is in 
effect and dependent upon 
how many of Michigan’s col- 
leges and universities choose 
to participate, early estimates 
indicate the measure could 
save taxpayers more than $100 
million over the next five 
years. 

Decisions regarding tuition 
rates for the 1995-96 school 
year will be reported by most 
universities prior to the end of 
June.

Pesticide warning issued 
by Agriculture officials 


The Michigan Department 
of Agriculture issued pesticide 
warnings to consumers that 
have recently purchased roach 
or insect products. 

The MDA officials said if 
consumers find the products, 
they should carefully place 
them in two plastic bags, seal 
the top of the bags and put 
them in a secure location away 
from children or pets. 

Call the MDA in Southfield 
for further instructions 
(810-356-1701) if you find any of 
the following: Hudson’s Roach 
and Insect Killer, Dynamite 
Roach Killer, and any un- 
labeled pesticide. 

The products may contain a 
dangerous pesticide called 
methyl parathion, which is not 
approved for use indoors 
where people live and work. 

It is a restricted use 
pesticide that may only be ap- 
plied to specific agricultural 
crops by state certified (tested) 
applicators. 

The Michigan Department 
of Agriculture, in cooperation 
with the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, is conduct- 
ing an intense investigation to 
determine who manufactured 
and distributed the products. 

A person can be exposed to 
methyl parathion by swallow- 
ing it, breathing it or getting it 
on their skin. Symptoms of poi- 
soning include: siveating, dizzi- 


ness, excess saliva, muscle 
tremors, headache, muscle weak- 
ness. diarrhea, blurred vision, 
nausea and vomiting. Anyone 
concerned about possible ex- 
posure should contact his ot- 
her doctor. 

Residents whose homes 
have been treated with methyl 
parathion may detect a strong 
odor similar to that of natural 
gas. In addition, the applica- 
tion may have left a yeilowish- 
orange residue on woodwork, 
linoleum and other hard sur- 
faces. If consumers find the 
products, they will be asked to 
provide the following informa- 
tion when they call the MDA: 


Name, address, and phone nu- 
mber. The location where the 
products was purchased or the 
name of the person who sold/ 
gave it to them. Full descrip- 
tion of the container, its con- 
tents and label. When the 
product was used, how much 
was used and how often it was 
applied. 

Callers will be given further 
instructions on disposal.

Michigan employers 
create 40,000 jobs 


Some 40.000 new jobs were 
created in Michigan as of 
April, according to the U.S. De- 
partment of Labor. 

As a result, the state unem- 
ployment rate fell to 5.8 per- 
cent in April, compared to 6.0 
percent the previous month. 
The national rate climbed 
from 5.5 percent to 5.8 percent 
over the same two month 
period. 

‘ Michigan’s economy is 
hot,” said Governor John En- 
gler. “We’re creating more 
jobs, building more quality 
products and putting more 
money in the pockets of aver- 
age families.” 

The improvement in the un- 
employment rate is further ev- 
idenced that Michigan’s 
economy continues to grow 
and be healthy.

Service provides 
‘best’ applicants 


Employers surveyed by the 
Michigan Employment Secu- 
rity Commission ( M E S C ) 
ranked the Job Service over 
temporary, private or other 
state programs for furnishing 
them with the “best appli- 
cants” for their job openings, 
announced agency director F. 
Robert Edwards. 

MESC Job Service provides 
screening, matching and refer- 
ral of job seekers weigh em 
ployers who have job 
openings. 

“We were surprised to learn 
the 36 percent of respondents 
weren’t familiar with the Job 
Service,” reported Edwards. 
He said that the agency is beef- 
ing up education and informa- 
tion outreach efforts to let 
customers know what pro- 
grams and services are 
available. 


Employer satisfaction with 
Job Service was “both good 
news and bad news,” accord- 
ing to Edwards. Eighty-seven 
percent of employers said that 
agency staff were courteous; 70 
percent said that they thought 
staff was well -informed; and 64 
percent said they would rec- 
ommend using the Job Service 
to others. 

Edwards said 2.500 Michi- 
gan employers participated in 
determining their level of sat- 
isfaction with Job Service pro- 
grams and service delivery. 

“This was the first in a se- 
ries of surveys we are develop- 
ing to take a hard look at all 
major areas of the agency,” 
said Edwards. “It will serve as 
a benchmark for measuring 
the effect of ongoing and fu- 
ture improvements in cus- 
tomer service”.

Michigan leads the nation 
with registered boats, with

State boating accidents 
claimed 41 lives, more than 
any other state except Califor 
ilia and Florida in 1993. An 
other 221 victems were injured 
that same year. 

“Capsizing and falling over- 
board remain the leading 
cause of boating fatalities," 
said Jerry Baseh. AAA Michi 
gan community saftev services 
manager. ‘ But, many of these 
accidents can be prevented." 

Even with your lifejacket or 


personal flotation device 
(PFD) on, staying alert is es- 
sential to safe boating, ho said. 
Boaters should be aware that 
several hours in the sun, glare, 
waves, and wind can double an 
individual's reaction time. Al- 
cohol also slows a boater's re 
spouse, impairing vision and 
balance. 

Personal watercraft (PWC) 
are subject to the same laws as 
all other boats, said Basch Be 
cause they are highly maneu- 
verable. they are fun and easy 
to use. but, as with all water- 
craft, care should be excer- 
cized when they are operated. 
Ir is illegal to operate these 
watercraft under the influence 
of alcohol.

Sheriff 
Jules Clement, is destined to 
return in a future book, and, if 
things go as Harrison hopes. 
Clement will be featured in a 
series of mystery novels. 

“My second book is well 
along now, and I hope it and 


future books will be well ac- 
cepted " Harrison said during 
a recent visit to Wayne. 

Harrison commented on the 
Oklahoma bombing link to 
both Michigan and Montana, 
and hinted that a future book 
may feature the militant 
group. 

In her first novel, screen- 
writer George Blackwell is 
shot in his office and escapes 


with a flesh wound. Black- 
well’s computer is mortally 
wounded in the attack, and 
Sheriff Clement seeks George’s 
wife, Mona, as his prime sus 
pect until she is found par 
tially buried in a river bank. 

Harrison captures the nu- 
ances of small town life in the 
newly trendy Montana town 
where the influx of writers, ac- 
tors and film people have 


driven the town’s inhabitants 4* 
as crazy as the mountains sur-1 
rounding it. As more deaths?; 
occur and secrets rise to the* 4 
surface, Harrison keeps the^ 
story line alive with unex-J 
pected twists and turns plus a 
large dose of local color and j 
humor.

Ford hits home run with 1995 Lincoln

In the days of long ago ears 
were big, prices were low and 
gasoline was almost as cheap 
as buying a candy bar. 

Today, Americans are not so 
lucky. Cars have dwindled in 
size and gas prices have flown 
out of the window. The big 
three have met the challenge 
by producing smaller, more 
fuel efficient cars. 

The problem is that often 
these new wonder machines 
do not conform to the Ameri- 
can philosophy still held by 
many, that bigger is better. 

Ford’s answer to this prob- 
lem is the Lincoln Continental. 
For 1995, this means a more 
powerful engine, a more aero- 
dynamic look and fuel econ- 
omy that the economy cars of 
the past could only dream 
about. 

The Continental’s main 
competition is the Cadillac 
STS, so it would be wrong of 
me to not compare the two af- 
ter spending some quality time 
behind the wheel of each. 

The first difference bet- 
ween the two cars is how each 
puts its power to the pave- 
ment. The Cadillac incorpo- 
rates a traditional rear drive 
configuration. There are pros 
and cons of each, however, the 
Lincoln proves to be a more 
manageable car to drive. 

The Continental has an all- 
speed traction control system 
that can be disengaged by 
pushing a button, a feature the 
Cadillac cannot boast about 
due to the lack of an on/off 
switch. 

The Cadillac’s traction con- 
trol may stay on all the time, 
but torque steer is a constant, 
and sometimes dangerous 
problem for those not familiar 
with the car. 

The Continental is much 
more poised making full throt- 
tle acceleration into traffic a 


breeze. The Lincoln continues 
to win over its counterpart 
when it comes to drive ability. 

Quite frankly, the Cadillac 
cannot compete with the Lin- 
coln’s menu of options. Let me 
clarify, when I say “menu”, 1 
literally mean menu. 

The Lincoln allows the 
driver to choose what suspen- 
sion settings they would like, 
the amount of effort the driver 
would like to endure when 
turning the steering wheel, as 
well as if they like the doors to 
lock after the car start moving. 

It also allows the driver to 
choose the “express down” 
feature on the windows and 
whether or not the mirrors tilt 
down when the car is put into 
reverse. 

The beauty of all these op- 
tions is that the car automat- 
ically stores all of them into its 
memory along with the desired 
seat position, mirror position 
and radio stations. 

I think I may have also 
found an optional coffee 
maker, well maybe not, but the 
car sure had a lot of gadgets. 

So far my score card reads 
Lincoln 5, Cadillac 0. It’s the 
bottom of the ninth and the 
Lincoln could win the game. 

The price? Well, let me just 
say that the Cadillac and the 
Lincoln are neck and neck. 

However, the Cadillac does 
not possess half of the technol- 
ogy found in the Continental. 
Depending on how the Cad- 
illac is optioned, it could cost 


nearly $5,000 more than the 
Continental. 

At a nearly fully loaded as 
tested price of $46,455, the 
Continental hits a home run to 
win the game. 

My ivory, pearlescent Conti- 
nental came equipped with 
leather, a 4.6L 32-valve V-8, 
power moonroof. traction con 
trol and compact disc changer. 

Ford has spent a great deal 
of time researching what it 
takes to build a quality, luxury 
automobile. Fit and finish of 
the Continental are staggering. 
All switches and controls felt 
like they were a living part of 
the car, a feeling I did not get 
from the Cadillac. 

The layout of all the neces- 
sary controls were pretty good. 
This is probably the only place 
in this article where I might 
give a point to Cadillac. 

I like the positioning of the 
climate controls in the right of 
the steering column within 
easy reach. I found I had diffi- 
culty reaching the controls in 
the Continental which are 
placed below the radio, closer 
to the floor. 

In the luxury car segment, 
Continental has been crowned 
the new champion, at least in 
my opinion. It’s not cheap, but 
it does cost less than the STS 
and has a lot more to offer. 

So, now that the world se- 
ries of automobiles is over, the 
headline should read: “Ford 6, 
General Motors 1, NO 
CONTEST.”

It doesn’t make any differ- 
ence to your car: it can break 
down in the stifling tempera 
tures of summertime just as 
well as when Arctic winds 
drive the mercury below zero. 

While there is no such tiling 
as a foolproof performance 
guarantee, AAA Michigan says 
there are things you can do to 
reduce the chances of car trou 
ble and enhance the chances 
of spending the day at the 
beach instead of waiting for 
help by the side of the road. 

Gerald Gutowski, assistant 
vice president, Member Ser- 
vices, cites statistics that show 
cars play no seasonal favorites 
when it comes to breaking 
down. 

Between June 1 and Aug. 31 
last year, the Auto Club an 
swered 194,200 emergency 
road service calls statewide, or 
22 percent of the 875.507 calls 
serviced for the year. 

“Warm temperatures can 
strain your car’s cooling, veil 


tilation and electrical sys- 
tems.” said Gutowski, adding 
that trouble begins for many 
motorists when temperatures 
are above 90 degrees. 

When that happens, vehi- 
cles with weak batteries may 
have difficulty starting, air 
conditioning systems can fail 
and poorly maintained cooling 
systems can overheat. 

Check tires, the anti freeze 
and coolant level, oil level, 
hoses and belts, transmission 
fluid and tune engine, if re- 
quired, before making a sum- 
mer trip, AAA advises. 

The Michigan Department 
of Transportation estimates 
that motorists will clock 90 bil- 
lion miles on state roads in 
1994-95 - more this summer 
than at any other time of the 
year. 

With proper vehicle mainte- 
nance, you could be among 
those motorists who’ll get 
where they’re going!

Personal flotation devices 
also save lives. Michigan law 
requires one PFD for each per- 
son on board. New laws en- 
acted in 1994 require children 
under 6 to wear PFDs on any 
boat from Canows to sailboats 
to giant cruisers. 

Legislators are also clamp- 
ing down on drunk boating. 
Laws enacted in 1993 provide 
that a boat operator with a 
blood alcohol level (BAC) of .10 
percent or more who cause a 
death, faces up to 15 years in 
jail and a fine between $2,500 
and $10,000. 

Salley tips for boaters: 

• Fire extinguishers are re- 


quired on motorboats with en- 
closed engines and 
recommended for all 
watercraft. 

• Check the weather fore- 
cast before leaving home and 
monitor a marine radio fre- 
quency for warnings while 
underway. 

• Carry basic tools and a 
first aid kit. 

• Give trip plan with desti 
nation and expected re 
turntime to someone reliable 
and notify that person of any 
changes. 

• Follow safety procedures 
when refueling. 

AAA Michigan also encour 
ages boaters to learn the “nau 
tical rules of the road” through 
a U.S. Coast Guard Auxiliary 
or U.S. Power Squadron safety 
course.
